HELP THOSE WHO HELP 
THEMSELVES 
A despatch from Provost says a family there, 
including four small children, who have man- 
aged to stay off relief, are threatened with being 
put out of their little home and having their 


scanty belongings sold by the sheriff, under 
orders from an agent of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. 

The owner of the house being mentally 


incompetent, the Attorney General's depart- 
ment is acting as guardian of the property, 
and the threat to evict the family and sell their 
furniture was made because they had not been 
able to keep the rent paid up. 

Incidentally, the house is said to be worth 
about $450, for which a rental of $4 a month 
would be reasonable. The rent charged is $15 
a month, about 40 per cent per year of the value 
of the property. 

The family not being on relief, the munici- 
pality could not intervene and pay the rent 
without establishing a dangerous precedent. 
Neither, in appearance, could the Government. 
But governments exist to deal with just such 
unusual situations, and there must be some 
way by which an exception can be made in this 
case without leaving the province liable for 
the rent of all hard-pressed but self-support- 
ing families who may also have trouble meeting 
their rent. 

The machinery of justice should not be 
allowed to operate in these times to work actual 
injustice upon a family who are fighting to keep 
off relief. By whatever means necessary, that 
should be averted. Self-dependence deserves 


support, encouragement and protection, never 
more than now. |

The Archbishop of York, the Right Rev. Dr.- 
Temple, evidently may not feel with the presi- 


dent of the University of Toronto that the 
churches should not leap into the arena of 
practical politics on’ active industrial and 
economic questions. He says “the position 
of unemployed persons is a_ challenge to 
the Christian conscience which is not being 
faced,” and “that all this misery and 


degradation is permitted to continue in a world 
where the power of producing wealth, indeed 
the actual production of wealth, is beyond that 
of all former generations.’ The Archbishop 
adds that “the Christian solution must express 
the Christian principles of freedom and fellow- 
ship, and this wiil, of necessity, involve a great 
redistribution of power and wealth.”

The Passing Show

Erling Tambs, whose four-year honeymoon 
trip through the South Seas in a 40-foot cutter 
was described in this column recently, isn’t the 
only young man who hazarded the trip in a 
small boat. Though their paths didn't cross, 
another yachtsman, William Albert Robinson 
of New York, at about the 
same time, was making a 
somewhat similar trip in a 
32-foot Nova  Scotia-built 
ketch. He sailed from New 
York to Bermuda and the 
West Indies, through the 
Panama Canal, thence to the 
Galapagos Islands, the Mar- 
quesas and the Society group. 
Pursuing a westerly course, 
he called at most of the 
groups south of the equator

and north of Australia, to Singapore, the Straits 
Settlements, southern India, the Indian Ocean, 
and back to New York by way of the Red Sea, 
the Mediterranean and the Canary Islands. 

All told he logged over 32,000 miles on his 


little craft. It took him three and a half years, 
because he made prolonged stays at each place 
of interest. For three years of the time, his 
sole companion was a Tahiti boy, Etera. His 
boat cost him about $2000 to buy and equip. 
His other expenses on his wonderful round- 
the-world trip came to about $3000—which I 
hope will be recouped by the sales of his 
fascinating book, “Ten Thousand Leagues Over 
the Sea.”

As a yachtsman, Robinson goes into much 
more detail about his navigation than does 
Tambs. Not being restrained by the presence 
of a wife and bairns, he was free to seek adven- 
ture ashore as well as afloat. His book: is filled 
with interesting observations and. experiences. 
He weathered many gales, ventured into un- 
charted and reef-strewn waters and on one 
occasion when sheltering in an island motu in 
the Tongas had a nerve-wracking week during 
which the centre of a cyclone passed over them. 
Unable to moor to the palms on shore and trust- 
ing to three anchors weighted down with a 
ton of pig iron from the inside ballast, the little 
ship rode out a hurricane that demolished the 
heavily built seawall of the harbor. The author 
takes trouble to explain to his non-nautical 
readers how it is that a small craft such as his 
will safely ride mountainous seas that would 
buffet great liners like the Mauretania and 
crush lifeboats on their upper decks. 

It’s a book that will whet the desire of any 
adventurous youth under sixty, to go a-sailing 
on a small craft into the trackless trails of the 
South Seas. 


Toward the end of his book, Robinson dis- 
cusses South Seas missionaries, with many of 
whom he had stayed, for the attraction of white 
company and conversation. For several of them 
he has high praise, naming particularly the 
young Canadian, Dr. E. A. Neff, in charge of the 
Central Leper hospital on Makogai in the Fiji 
Islands; Father Kirschbaum, in New Guinea, 
and the health work of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. But the squabbling among the mission- 
aries over territory, the tyranny of their rule, 
the threat of a fiery hell they picture to native 
eyes and the amount of profiteering and profli- 
gacy he records among the missionaries, makes 
him wonder at the selection of the men and 
whether the easy life of the South Seas has not 
caused them to degenerate. Says he: 


“The wealth and influence of the mis- 
sions in New Guinea amazed me. This is 
one industry that has escaped the depres- 
sion. The profitable commercial activities 
at Finschaven impressed me so much I was 
sure we had reached the peak of mission 
before I reached 


opulence That was 
Alexishaven. 
“The affluence of Alexishaven was 


brought home to me the moment we arrived. 
There in the palm-shaded lagocn was a 
splendid new diesel schooner belinging to 
the mission. It had just arrived from the 
builders at Sydney in exchange for $70,000. 
The magnitude of the mission was aston- 
ishing. The copra plantations extended for 
many miles in all directions, There was a 
dessicating factory in which the codoanuts 
not converted into copra are shredded and 
packed for sale in foreign markets. There 
was a great timber supply, a sawmill, fur- 
niture factory, machine shop, a_ printing 
shop where missionary literature is pro- 


duced, a shoemaker’s shop, tailor, boat 
builder, brick factory, rice mill, apiary, 
school, hospital and native quarters of 


windowless, air-tight board boxes for the 
seven hundred converts that live and work 
at the mission.” 


The government insisted on these large 
scale commercial jiiissions being incorporated. 
“Hence,” says Robinson, “we have the extra- 
ordinary firm names of “Mission of the Sacred 
Heart of Jesus Christ, Limited,’ and “Catholic 
Mission of the Holy Ghost, Limited.” 

The converts were working long hours for 
a shilling a month wages. When Etera told 
them that planters in the other groups were 
working their men shorter hours and paying 
ten shillings a month, Robinson says he re- 
ceived a request from the Bishop to confine 
Etera to the boat as “he is putting bad ideas 
into the heads of our children.” 


Robinson says one mission centre on 
north coast of New Guinea keeps a school “for 
the education of the half-caste children that 
have resulted from the liasons of the teachers 
of the Gospel and their native concubine 
and that on one of the eastern islands, the re- 
presentative of a prominent American church 
lives in a state of polygamy with several native 
girls under the pretext of teaching them domes- 
tic science, 

He says that at one New Guinea mission, 
the natives were instructed that to avoid 
spending eternity in the crater of the volcano 
Manam which they could see smoking a few 
miles away, they must, when making copra, 
pack a sackful for Christ for each sackful for 
themselves. 

A trader got to hear of the store of copra 
waiting for the mission ship, so one morning 
a treding schooner came to anchor off the 
village. On its deck was a strange figure dressed 
in a flowing nightgown, wearing a beard and 
flowing locks made of teased oakum.

Dentists Good Dietitians

| always believe in giving praise where it is 
due and I am glad to offer my sincerest praise 
to the modern dentists who are doing such fine 
work not only along the line of caring for the 
teeth through mechanical dentistry, but who 
are also going one step farther and studying 
how foods can build up 
strong, firm teeth, or can 
bring about decay of the 
teeth. They are also finding 
out that wrong diet plays an 
important part in gum dis- 
orders such as pyorrhea and 
trench mouth. 

At least six years ago, I 
wrote an article along this 
line called DENTISTS GOOD 
DIETITIANS wherein I 
pointed out that many den-

tists are doing a great deal of good in teaching 
their patients about the foods which build better 


teeth. 
A recent article in a national magazine on 


the same subject is very interesting to me. In 
this article it is pointed out that dentists are 
leading the movement to learn more about diet 
and its effects upon teeth. Most of the articles 
which you read from time to time about how 
to build good teeth by the right foods are being 
written by dentists. 

The modern dentist makes a very careful | 
study of structure of the teeth in relation to 
diet and the influence of the right diet on the 
teeth. You will find that if you will carry out 
the directions your dentist gives you about 
what to eat, that not only will your teeth im- 
prove, but your health will also improve in 
other ways. 

Particularly important are the results 
improper feeding during childhood as seen 
tooth cavities which means the teeth decay at | 
an early age. However, diet in relation to 
teeth is also important during the later periods 
of life. The tooth is a living structure. If the 
foods eaten each day contain the proper food 
minerals and vitamins, the tooth will absorb 
those substances needed to keep it sound and 
hard. 

The right diet is also needed to keep the } 
mouth secretions normal and the wrong type 
of diet can do a great deal of harm through 
bringing about an over-acid mouth condition. 
Teeth bathed continually in such acid secre- 
tions are more apt to decay than they would 
otherwise. 

Two of the food minerals greatly needed for 
building teeth are calcium and phosphorous. 
The use of these minerals by the body is in- 
fluenced by vitamin D. Therefore, you could* 
call calcium, phosphorous, and vitamin D the 
three tooth-savers, Calcium and phosphorous, 
are found in many foods and it is easy to secure 
enough of them to prevent cavities in the teeth. 
Vitamin D is found in foods containing this 
vitamin and may also be secured through taking 
sun baths or through exposure to the artificial 
sun lamp or ultra-violet ray. 

In choosing those foods which are good for 
your teeth, be sure and include both cooked and 
raw non-starchy vegetables, as they are valu- 
able for this purpose. Undoubtedly, the chew- 
ing required by raw salads is definitely 
strengthening to the tooth structure. This 
affords a natural exercise which promotes a 
good flow of blood to the teeth. It is also very 
helpful for you to add to your daily diet certain 
foods which furnish you with vitamin C, such 
as oranges, grapefruit, lemon juice or tomatoes 
or tomato juice. 

Yes, I believe your dentist is correct when 
he tells you that the foods you eat play an 
important part in stopping tooth decay. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: From Alameda, Calif.; “My 
wife is now 76 and I am 80, and I would like 
to tell you that we have been able to improve | 
our health during the past six years by follow- 
ing some dieting instructions which you sent 
to us. My question is this: ‘Should a blood 
pre e of 140 be considered too low ina 
woman of 76?’ One of my wife's friends nas 
told her that, considering her age, her blood 
pressure should range much higher than 140,” 

ANSWER: I see no reason for your wife to 
worry over her blood pressure as I would con- 
sider it entirely normal. I realize that many 
doctors conclude that the blood pressure should 
rise with the age; however I see no reason to 
hold to this opinion and, in fact, I consider it 
a definite advantage for a person of 76 to keep 
the blood pressure around 140,

“PLANNING” THE WHEAT 
TRADE 
The west still waits to be told 


what is to be done, if anything, 
to carry out Canada’s commit- 
ments under the wheat agree- 
ment signed in London last 


August. This agreement obligates 
Canada to restrict wheat exports 
in the two crop years 1933-34 
and 1954-35. Six months of the 
first of these years have gone by. 
There is yet no word from Mr. 
Bennett or the prairie premiers 
about what precisely they pro- 
pese to do to fulfil the terms 
accepted in London. Perhaps they 
propose to do nothing at all, ex- 
rept talk in a discouraging tone 
abeut the prospects of selling 
Canadian grain, 

In 1933-34 Canada’s exports are 
limited to 200,000,000 bushels by 
the agreement. In the first half 
of that year, normally the busier 
part of the season, the Dominion 
has exported rather more than 
100,000,000 bushels, No restric- 
tion has yet been applied, Pos- 
sibly none will be needed, Pos- 
sibly the country’s wheat sales 
abroad for the year will not ex- 
ceed 200,000,000 bushels even 
when unrestricted, 

For 1934-85 Canada's obligation 
under the London agreement is 
to keep exports 15 per cent below 
the 1931-33 average, and this com- 
mitment has been held to imply 
that acreage must be cut 15 per 
cent, Though seeding time for the 
1934 harvest approaches, no plan 
for cutting acreage has yet been 
announced, Possibly none will be 
required.

Recorded Sermons Are Popular 


DESIGNED FOR 
ALL CHURCHES 
LOW IN FUNDS 


Congregationalists Provide 
Services for Needy 
Districts 
EAST ORANGE, N.J., March 3 


Recorded sermons and religious or 
gan recitals for small churches, 
financially unable to have regulay 
pastors, are being projected by the 
Congregational and Christian 
Church Extension Board, according | 
to a statement by Rev. Dr. Ernest | 


M. Halliday, of New York, general 
secretary of the board, 
The recorded sermons and reci- 


tals will be reproduced on a special- 
ly made instrument similar to a} 
phonograph Each disc will con- | 
tain a 30-minute church service and | 
both sides of the record will be used. | 
Each side will contain 15 minutes of | 
the church service | 

Distribution of the records is be- 
ing held in abeyance pending the 
financing of the project, according 
to Dr. Halliday. Present plans call 
for the first distrubtion in the 
mountain regions of the southeast- 
ern part of the United States. Later 
the distribution will take in all 
parts of the United States where 
congregations are financially unable 
to employ pastors. 

“The recorded sermons will be 
preached by leading theologians of 
the United States,” said Dr. Halli- 
day. “The recitals will be played 
by well-known church organists, All 
of the sermons and recitals will be 
recorded in one of the eastern 
studios of a phonograph record 
manufacturer and the expenses of 
distribution will be borne by the 
board.” | 

Although the records will be the 
basis of the services in small 
churches, the congregations will 
conduct their own scripture reading 
and singing of hymns. 

“The records will circulate among 
the small churches somewhat on th 
order of books in a library,” said 
Dr. Halliday, “The New York of- 
fices of the board will be the dis 
tribution centre.” 

Dr. Halliday said as far as hej 
knew the Congregational and Chris- | 
tian Church record project was the 
first of its kind in the United States. |

First Working Model Of Kind In Canada

Construct Blast Furnace 
Students of the fourth year mining class of the University of 


Alberta have been successful in constructing an experimental rever- 
bertory blast furnace, believed to be the first working model of its 
kind in the Dominion. Although there are four smelting concerns in 
Canada employing large scale furnaces of this type, University officials 
believe their effort to be the first miniature model to be successfully 
employed in this country. 

The furnace, using a gas flame driven by a strong blast of air 
is used in one of the most important processes in smelting copper ore, 
When the ore has been reduced to “calcides,’ an impure form of 
blister copper, the reverbertory furnace is used to further purify the 
substance to a mixture of iron, copper, and sulphur compounds, The 
final process in smelting copper, that of driving a blast of air through 
the mixture run off the reverbertory furnace, will be carried out at the 
University next year if present plans of the mining club materialize. 

The successful construction of the model furnace by local mining 
class students is said by members of the mining faculty to be a distinct 
step forward in experimental science at the University in that it has 
provided a successful practical application of knowledge gained by

“That the time has now come for 


the abolition of trial by jury in all 
civil actions.” 

Apart from legal opinion there is 
also the juror's side of the matter. 
He often has to serve at great in- 
convenience and even loss. There 
have been known cases in which the 
| juror has had to close his business 
in order to attend on the chance of 
being wanted. 

Many jurors receive notices to ap- 
pear at certain courts ane after los- 
ing much time at their place of oc- 
cupation, are often told that the 
| case would not be heard that day. 

A case tried before a jury invar- 
lably takes longer tan one tried by 
a judge alone. The speeches of coun- 
sel and the summing-up by the Judge 
are usually longer. 

As to uncertainty, here is an illus- 
| tration according to a legal authority: 

“In a recent action for libel the 
defendants admitted liability and 
| paid a large sum into court. 

“The plaintiff elected’ to proceed 
with the case, and the jury awarded 
him a farthing damages. 

“Two other juries awarded dam- 
ages of $2,500 in the same libel and 
one other jury awarded $12,500 

“Then again ignorance, sentiment, 
laziness are all factors to be reck- 
oned with in a jury,’ commented this 
barrister. “I know that many coun- 


sel prefer a jury because it gives 
| them a more pliant audience, upon 
| which the arts of rhetoric and 
theatricalism can be employed with 
| Breater effect than if there were no 
jury at all.” 

The genera! council of the bar re 


gards abrogation of the right of trial 
by jury in civil actions as against 
the public interest, 

One general argument advanced tn 
support of this is that the presence 
of a jury does afford an additional 
safeguard against what h been 
called the threatened encroachment 
of the executive—that is, of govern- 
ments and ministers and departments 
of state.
